Lewis said tha t he expects all the m in­ 
ers to b e a t w ork today. 
If they don’t 
the rules of the organization will b e 
enforced and those who rem ain out 
will b e ousted from the organization. 
Mr. Lewis qualified his statem en t of 
the b elief that ail the m iners would 
return to w ork b y saying that there is 
a possib ility tha t som e of the m en at 
the Hudson m ine m ight rem ain out.

John K. Siefert of T erre Haute, gen ­ 
eral superin ten d en t of the m ines, was 
appointed receiver for b oth com panies. 
The b onds w ere issued ab out three 
years ago and secured b y m ortgages 
on the mines. 
Since Octob er, 1907, it 
w as charged in the application for 
re­ 
ceiver. there has b een no interest paid 
on the b onds. 
T he action w as b rought in Indiana 
as all the properties of the two coal 
com panies are in this state. 
The 
b ondholders desired that the a d just­ 
ment of the affair of the coal com pa­ 
nies b e kept se pa ra te from the se ttle ­ 
m ent of the difficulties of the railroads 
and so b egan a distinct proceeding in­ 
stead of seeking to have the railw ay 
receivership extended over the coal 
companies. 
Tn the developm ent of the m ines of 
the coal com panies afte r they were 
controlled b y Mr. W alsh the Southern 
Indiana railw ay was an im portant fac­ 
tor.

Crowded Train Broke Down. 
Grafton, W. Va„ Aug. 21.—Three per 
sons were killed and several others in 
jured when an overloaded passenger 
train on the Pennsboro & Harrisvilk 
railroad, bearing excursionists from 
the Ritchie county fair, one mile from 
Pennsboro, broke down. 


In the official volume issued in con­ 
nection with this year’s convention, 
the fifty-fourth, of the International 
Typographical Union in Boston, begin­ 
ning Aug. 10, there is a five-page ar­ 
ticle entitled 
“The Hon. William H 
T aft’s Relations to Union Labor.” All 
of the 40,000 members 
of that union 
have read or will read 
it, as well as 
organized workmen generally. 
All

says is true, but it will stir up the ani­ 
mals in the Bryan menagerie. 
Her* 
are some of the truths printed in the 
article: 
“Secretary T aft’s whole public ca­ 
reer, and it is an extensive one, con­ 
tains no incident in which he has ever, 
by word or action, arrayed himself 
against the principles of trade union­ 
ism. 
On the contrary, he has been its 
consistent friend and advocate. 
“In this 
connection 
information 
showing that not only were his sym­ 
pathies with the organization, but that 
his actions were those of a friend 
many years before either he or the 
American people had thought of him 
as a presidential possibility. 
“No class of men will resent being 
Imposed upon quicker than union work 
era. and those who have held up Mr. 
Taft as opposed to organized labor 
m ust now take the condemnation that 
honest men place upon falsifiers. 
"Probably no judge ever has been 
more misquoted and unjustly judged 
by trades unionists than Judge Taft. 
His many decisions in favor of the la­ 
borers have been minimized to such 
an extent that one is prompted to in­ 
quire if those who have exploited his 
record before labor organizations were 
not more interested in the welfare of 
some political party than in those of 
the labor organizations. 
“Trades unionists should stand to­ 
gether without regard to party in con­ 
tending for everything that would le­ 
gitimately advance 
their 
principles, 
and should credit an honest judge with 
doing his duty, even though his deci­ 
sions be adverse to them, so long as 
they are in accordance with the law 
of the land. 
“His decisions, of course, may not 
voice the opinion of the judge; he does 
not m ake the law. On the other hand, 
there is no decision by Judge Taft that 
can be cited that indicates personal an­ 
tipathy or a personal unfriendliness 
on his part to labor organizations.” 
The article concludes with the fol­ 
lowing: 
“ Do not these facts, coupled with 
what is more generally known with re­ 
gard to his great achievements as a 
jurist and a public official, appeal to 
every man of right reasoning in such a 
m anner as to convince him that, as 
"resident of the United States, Mr. 
'■ 's great intellect and power would 
found valiantly contending for the 
rights of the laboring, producing peo­ 
ple and in favor of everything that 
would help society from the bottom 
rather than from the top; for the wel­ 
fare of this nation depends not upon 
the high cultivation of the sons and 
the daughters of the rich, desirable as 
th a t may be, nor upon the great ag­ 
gregations of wealth in the hands of 
the few, but rather upon the high aver­ 
age 
intelligence 
and 
prosperity of 
those 
who 
really 
do 
the 
nation’s 
work?” 


BOGEY OF “EXTRAVAGANCE.” 


Most of Tom M arshall’s best friends 
and many men prominent in the Dem­ 
ocratic party in the past regret that 
Brewers Lieber and Fairbanks, claim­ 
ing to speak for that party, proclaimed 
so loudly and widely th a t the local op­ 
tion question must be considered the 
param ount one before the people in 
this campaign. 
Democratic leaders de­ 
sired to lie low on this question. They 
wished to howl only about extrava­ 
gance in the state house. 
Boh Miers 
did that in his “ k e y n o t e ” speech at 
the Democratic state convention last 
March. 
But the brewery Democrats 
didn’t catch the “note” and have start­ 
ed off on another tune. 
Either one is 
good enough for Republicans to meet 
and beat this year. 
It is funny to note that the Demo­ 
cratic editors of Indiana in 
picnic 
spirit 
decided 
on making “extrava­ 
gance in the state house” their warcry 
for a month or two. 
There is no sal­ 
tation for them or their party in that 
text. 
Since the Republican party was giv­ 
en 
the 
stewardship 
of 
the 
state’s 
housekeeping in 1895 the state tax levy 
has averaged annually 10 per cent less 
than it was when the Democrats were 
in the state house. 
But the increased 
salary lists in the several state offices 
are what the Democratic editors ex­ 
pect to fool the people with and be­ 
cloud the facts as they point with 
pride to the “salaries” paid the last 
Democrats who held office. 
There 
were great revenues in those days for 
officers, and they were called “fees.” 
Democratic editors will avoid m en*m - 
ing them while they write of salaries. 
Fees now go to the people of Indiana. 
Those gathered yearly now in the sec­ 
retary of state’s office pay for the ad­ 
ministration of nearly all the execu­ 
tive offices in the capitol. 
Salaries have been raised for sure.

last Democratic state treasurer got 
more than $100,000 during his term as 
interest on public funds. Interest goes 
to the state treasury now as provided 
by the Republicans law. and half of 
the amount received pays all the ex 
pense of the treasurer’s office. 
But the people know the truth. Why, 
during the four years ending with 
1895 and Democratic control of state 
offices, the people had to pay to their 
officeholders in fees, salaries and office 
expenses an awful pile of money.

it cost the state more than five times 
as much to collect the dollar due it as 
it does in this latest term of Republi­ 
can administration.

There might be a union of great help to its 
membership and to business. 
I believe in la­ 
bor organizations as I believe in corporations. 
But let it be a union upon principles of mutual 
benefit and helpfulness both to the laborer 
and to the m anufacturer, both to the work­ 
ingman and to the contractor. 
Let it be for the purpose of securing to the 
employer 
the 
greatest proficiency, insisting 
upon only skilled mechanics for m echanics’ pay. 
Let it 
consider the interests of the business and how to serve 
them. 
Let it compel its wage, not by « e lu d in g those 
who choose to work for less or to work when the union 
men w ill not work, but by furnishing the highest type 
of man and workman, so that business men will say: 
“If you w ant the most skilled and reliable mechanic or 
la b o r e r , you m ust get them f n m - t k e union. 
They will 
have no oneT n the union but a first-class man.” 
Let the union have clubrooms, and discuss thrift and 
temperance and home sanitation and ways and means 
of getting the home and furnishing it with books and 
periodicals for mental improvement, and spend some of 
the tim e in amusements and healthy games now spent in 
the saloons. 
I^et the energy now being put Into opposi­ 
t e « to capital be used In self-im provem ent and furnish­ 
ing a higher class of mechanic.

four inches taller than he is. 
If he has come to m aturity 
without learning concentration, he is not likely ever to 
appreciate the need sufficiently to undergo the training 
necessary to get It. 
Concentration of the faculties not only Is a safeguard 
Tfgalnsi errors, but It is irrr^rssuranee that when a move 
has been considered and determined upon the move will 
have all effectiveness and accomplish the maximum in re­ 
sults. 
There is no work In life wnnere this attentiveness 
does not render assurance to the worker and to every­ 
one Interested lu that work. 
T his concentration is a 
visible evidence of dependableness In the man. 
It is 


evidence of the quality of brain which the worker pos­ 
sesses. 
It reflects the faculties which education and ex­ 
perience have developed harmoniously. 
W ithout this 
power of concentration every one of these faculties must 
prove a poor, broken reed instead of a lever that might 
move a world.,

As bishop his in flu e n t in broadening the human sym pathies of church 
work throughout the diocese and In bringing it into touch with the social 
m ovements of a complex civilization was Incalculable, and lie always accom­ 
plished h is ends w i t h o u t weakening the church’s tenets or compromising its 
historic and liturglc integrity, of which he was a staunch upholder. 
Cul­ 
tured, suave, a prince at dinner, he was yet, whenever occasion required, a 
rugged defender of his faith, nnd his unwavering faith was that of his church. 
The bishop was married twice. 
His second wife and several children by his 
first marriage survive him.
